The Poles are empowered to reach 
any decision necessary to cease hos- 
tilities, but are instructed to insist that 
the soviet government must not inter- 
fere in Poland’s internal affaits, which 
means that the Reds cannot attempt to 
establish bolshevism in Poland. 

The armistice conference will start 
on Sunday morning. 

Meanwhile the Reds are not letting 
up in their offensive and are maintain- 
ing an advance steadily on all sectors, 
bombarding heavily. 

Poles Forced Back Steadily. 

The bolsheviks have driven back the 
Poles ,everywhere in the last forty- 
eight hours, capturing Ostrolenka. 
The Red cavalry is crossing the Narew 
river, being at the nearest point to 
Warsaw, and are striking westward 
‘toward East Prussia. The cavalry has 
occupied Mychenec, developing its suc- 
cess southwestward. 

Important masses of mounted bol- 
Shevik are striking toward Siedlece, 
and their infantry has pushed across 
the Bug river from the rail juriction 
of Matkinia and is storming Ostrov. 

The important railway centers of Ko- 
vel and Brody have been captured by

D. C., Aug. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]—An army aviator will attempt a 
flight from the Panama canal zone to 
Washington, D. C., in a D. H. 4G 


plane. |

made plans for remodeling the plane 
to install the necessary gasoline and 
oil tanks, and the alterations are in 
progress. This plane will soon have a 
capacity of 200 gallons of gasoline, con- 
sidered sufficient to reach Jamaica, the 
first leg of the journey. 


Flight Above Shoreless Sea. 


For a stretch of 650 miles Lieut. Aus- 
tin will have to fly over the Caribbean 
sea, with no possible landing place 
from the time.he takes off until he 
reaches Jamaica. 

From that point he will fly along the 
islands, then over a hundred mile 
stretch of ocean to Cub@ landing at 
Havana, from which point he, will fly 
to Florida and thence up the coast to 
Washington. 

The trip is planped for the-early part 
of September. If weather conditions 
are unfavorable in September the start 
will have to be delayed until after the 
hurricane season, which ends about 
the latter part of November. The trip 
means about 2,500 miles.

If tight shoes are 
worn after treatment of the feet the 
corns will return.

WATER POWER POSSIBILITIES. 
{Indianapolis News.} 
Under the federal water power law, recently signed 


by President Wilson, there is a possibility of trans- 
portation’s being revolutionized in this country. Somme 
of the best minds in the country worked out the de- 
tails of the new law, safeguarding the interests of 
the public but at the same time making the act suf- 
ficiently attractive to capital to insure water power 
The country will hope that interests 
that seek to take advantage of the law for ulterior 
purposes will be thwarted. Administration of the act 
will be under a water power commission composed of 
the secretaries of war, agriculture and the interior. 
Leases, for development, will run for fifty years, at 
j the end of which time the government may take over 
the plants and operate them, paying for such devel- 
opment not more than the origina] cost. That, how- 
ever, is a detail for the future to consider. 


Immediate beneficial results would be the saving of 


fuel. With a proper development of America’s water 
power elertric transmission lines will form a network 
covering the continent. 
electrification of the present steam roads, the motive 
power being drawn from a far off power house that, 
in turn, would get its initial energy from water. 

At present a large proportion of the freight hauled 
by steam roads is coal to feed their own locomotives. 
With electric engines, drawing their power from 4 
transmission line, the cars now devoted to coa) hau!- 
ing could be diverted to the use of other freight ani 
the coal now used by the railroads could be con- 
signed to the public.

“*In giving its assent to this treaty 
the senate has in mind the fact that 
the league of nations which it embodies 
was devised for the sole purpose of 
maintaining peace and comity among’ 
the nations of the earth and prevent- 
ing the recurrence of such destructive 
conflicts as that, thruugh which the 
world has just passed. The codpera- 
tion of the United States with the 
league and its continuance as a mem- 
ber thereof will naturally depend upon | 
('the adherence of the league to that 
fundamental purpose.’ 

Must Obey Constitution. 

“Such a declaration would at least 
express the view of the United States 
and justify the course which our na- 
tion would unquestionably follow if 
the basic purpose of the league were 
at any time distorted. It would also 
appear to be a simpler matter to pro- 
vide against any misunderstanding in 
the future and at the same time to 


lieve that we might be inviting a von- 
troversy over our constitutional! rights 
by making a senatorial addition in 
words something like these: 

““«Tt will of course be understood 
that in carrying out the purpose of 
the league the government of the Unit- 
ed States must at all times act in strict 
harmony withthe terms and intent of 
the United States constitution which 
,cannot in any way be altered by the 
|treaty making power.’” 


| Other Proposals Made. 


Unquestioned friends of the league 
have made other proposals. Our plat- 
form clearly lays no bar against any 
additions that will be helpful, but it 
speaks in a firm resolution to stand 
against anything that disturbs the vi- 
tal principle. 

We hear it said that interpretations’ 
are unnecessary. That may be true, 
but they will at least be reassuring 
to many of our citizens, yho feel that 
in signing the treaty there should: 
be no mental reservations that are 
not expressed in plain words, as a 
matter of good faith to our associ- 
ates. 

Such interpretations possess the fur-. 
ther virtue of supplying a base upon 
which agreement can be reached, an 
agreement, without injury to the cov-| 
enant, is now of pressing importance. 


Wanted to Get a Start. 


It was the desire to get things 
started that prompted some members 
of the senate to vote for the Lodge 
reservations. Those who conscien- 
tiously voted for them in the final roll 
calls realized, however, that they acted 
under duress in that a politically big- 
oted minority was exercising the arbi- 
trary power of its position to enforce 
drastic conditions.

The profiteer and some of the high- 
ly capitalized units have used the ex- 
cess profits tax as a favorite dxcuse 
for loading on the consumer by means 
of highly inflated selling prices many 
times the amount actually paid the} 
government. 


A necessary condition to the na- 
tional contentment and sound business 
is a just proportion between fair prof- 
its to business and fair prices to the 
consumer. It is unquestioned that the 
enormous expansion of public and pri- 
vate credit made necessary as a part 
of war financing, the diversion of the 
products of many industries from their 
usual channels, as well as the disturb- 
ance to general business caused by 
the withdrawal of millions of men 
from producing fields, all contributed 
to the rise in prices. 


Bound to Reduce Prices. ‘ 


Reversion of these various agencies 
to a more stable condition will tend to- 
ward a recession in the enormously in- 
flated present prices of many commod- 
ities and property values and there 
are now evidences that a sane adjust- 
ment is not far distant. Deep patriotic 
sentiment enthralled our people dur- 
ing the war and slight attention was 
given to the enormous economic 
changes that were then in progress 
and when observed these changes were 
generally accepted as one of the trials 
necessary to be endured and they were 
submerged in the thought and purpose 
for victory. 

While milions of free men, regard- 
less of wealth or condition, were giving 
of their blood and substance, mafhy 
corporations and men seized the very 
hour that civilization lay prostrate to 
secure for themselves fortunes wrung 
from the public and from: the govern.

In the analysis of government, as 
the events of today enablé us to pene- 
trate the subject, we see the difference 
between the. old and the progressive 
kinds of thinking. Th belief of the 
reactionaries is, that government 
should not functiom more widely than 
it did in the past, but they seem to 
forget that the fundamental of our

rivileges for none. 

Modern life has developed new prob- 
lems. Civilization continues to build 
along the same basic lines and altruis- 
tic as we may all be disposed to be, 
the fact remains that except for the 
exchange of products between individu- 
als, commercial units, and nations, our 
development would be slow. 

All of this growth goes on unger 
the protection of and with the encotr- 
agement of government. The least, 
therefore, that might be rendered unto 
government for this continuous service 
is a policy of fair dealing. 


Hits Rule by Groups. 


Too often the genius of man prompts 
him to play for governmental advan- 
tage, and the success which has been 
achieved in this particular has led to 
the formation of groups which seek 
this very advantage.

Public Opinion Safety Valve. 


If strikes are prolonged public opin- 
ion always settles them. Public opin- 
ion should detremine results in Amer- 
ica. Public opinion is the most in- 
teresting characteristic of a democracy 
and it is the real safety valve to the 
institutions of a free government. 

It may, at times, be necessary for 
government to inquire into the facts} 
of a tieup, but facts and not conclu- 
sions should be submitted. The de- 
termining form of unprejudiced 
thought will do the rest. 

During this process governmental 
agencies must give a vigilant eye to 
the protection of life and property, and 
maintain firmness but absolute im- 
partiality.’ This is always the real test 
but if official conduct combines cour- 
age and fairness our governmental in- 
stitutions come out of these affairs un- 
tarnished by distrust. 


Unrest Caused by Aliens. 


This is not an academic observation. 

It is the mere recital of experience. 
Unrest has been reinforced in no small 
degree by the great mass of unassimi- 
lated aliens. 
Attracted by an unprecedented. de- 
mand for labor, they have come to our 
shores by the thousands. As they 
have become acquainted with the cus- 
toms and opportunities of American 
life, thousands of them have become 
citizens and are owners of their own 
homes. 

However, the work of assimilation 
too long was merely automatic. One 
million six hundred thousand foreign 
born in this country cannot read or 
write our language. Our interest in 
them in the main has been simply as 
laborers, assembled in the great trade 
centers, to meet the demand of the 
hour. 


Foreigners Need Education. 


Without home: or community ties, | 
many have been more or less nomadic, 
creating the problem of excessive turn- 
over, which has perplexed manufactur- 
ing plants. 

But this has not been the worst 
phase of the situation. Unfamiliar 
with the law, having no understand- 
ing of the principles of our govern- 
ment, they have fallen an easy prey to 
unpatriotic and designing persons. 

Public opinion has had no influence 
upon them, because they have been 
isolated from the currents of opinion, 
all due to their not being able to read 
or write our language. 

It is the duty of the federal govern- 
ment to stimulate the work of Ameri- 
canization on the part of church, 
school, community agencies, state gov- 
ernments, and industry itself. 

In the past many industries that 
have suffered from chronic restlessness 
have been the chief contributors to 
their own troubles. The foreigner 
with European standards of living was 
welcomed, but too often no attempt 
was made to educate him to domestic 
ideals, for the simple reason that it ad- 
versely affeeted the ledger. 

It -has been my observation that the 
man who learns our language, yields to 
a controlling public opinion and re- 
spects our laws; besides, in proportion 
as his devotion to American life de- 
velops, his intere-* in the impulsive 
processes of revoi....on diminishes. We | 
must be patient in the work of assimi- 
lation and studiously avoid oppressive 
measures in the face of mere evidence 
of misunderstanding. 


Should Have Peace Time Laws. 


We have a composite nation. The 
Almighty doubtless intended it to be 
such. We will not, however, develop 
patriotism unless we demonstrate the 
difference between despotism and de- 
mocracy. 

The necessity for the drastic laws of 
war days is not present now, and we 
should return at the earliest oppor- 
tunity to the statutory provisions 
passed in time of peace for the general 
welfare. 

There is no condition now that war- 
rants any infringement on the right of 
free speech and assembly, nor on the 
liberty of the press. The greatest 
measure of individual freedom con- 
sistent withthe safety of our institu- 
tions should be given. Excessive regu-

If our growth in manufac- 
turing in the next few years holds its 
present momentum, it will be neces- 
sary for America to import foodstuffs. 

It therefore devoleves upon govern-

Farming will not inspire individual 
effort unless profits, all things consid- 
ered, are equal to those in other activ- 
ities. 


Should Aid Rural Schools.

Society| 
and government, particularly local and 
state, have been remiss in not mod- 
ernizing local marketing facilities. 

Municipalities must in large measure 
interest themselves in, if not directly 
control community markets. This is 
a matter of such tmportance that the 
federal government can profitably ex- 
pend money and effort in helping to 
evolve methods and to show their vir- 
tues. 

The farmer raises his crop and the 
price which he receives is determined 


in beef and pork and produce: pass into 
cold storage and ordinarily when they 
reach the consumer the law of supply 
and demand does not obtain. 


Would Regulate Cold Storage. 


The preservation of foodstuffs by 
cold storage is a boon to humanity, and 
it should be encouraged. However, the 
time has come for its vigilant regula- 
tion, and inasmuch as it becomes a 
part of interstate commerce the re- 
sponsibility is with the federal govern- 
ment. 

Supplies are gathered in from the 
farm in times of plenty.

Banners Are Plentiful. 


“Cox sure” baners were in abun- 
dance in the parade. The place of 
/ honor was had by the Gem City Dem-

was a large delegation of coal miners, 
' wearing their mine lamps on their 
hats. They carried banners, “ Cox, 
the friend of the miners,” ‘and calling

Following the miners was another 
division labeled ‘“ Jimmie’s. boyhood 
friends.” They came from Middle- 
town, O., near the governor’s birth- 
place. Upon their heels came a Wis- 
consin delegation, bearing a large ban- 
ner with the inscription: “The vote 
that will make Milwaukee famous— 
Cox, 99% per cent; Harding, % per 
cent.” Tremendous cheering broke 
loose when the delegation from Marion, 
Senator Harding’s* home _ town, 
passed the reviewing stand. There were 
nearly 1,500 of them. 


1,164 Paid Fares. 


According to the train conductor's 
affidavit, obtained by Democratic lead- 
ers, there were 1,164 paid fares, and 
it was. estimated that 300 to 400 came 
by automobile; they had a profusion 
of banners. 

“We're here, Jim—all from Marion,” 
one of them read. ‘ 

“It’s getting a little too warm on 
the front porch,” another said. 

A delegation of railroad men from 
Marion carried a banner which said: 
‘“‘Republican bosses may railroad a 
nomination, but Marion railroaders will 
see they don’t railroad an election.” 

Some enthusiasts declared the crowd 
to number 100,000, but a more con- 
servative estimate was under 50,000. 

As the original delegation of Cox 
boosters at the San Francisco conven- 
tion passed the stand, Ed Moore stood 
up beside the governor and led the 
singing, of “Ohio,” which has_ been 
adopted as the battle song of the Demo- 
cratic campaign.

Chicago’s bread basket faces a shor-- 
age this winter unless farmers are im- 
mediately supplied with coal to thrash 
their grain. Many thrashing outfits 
in all parts of Illinois are standing idle 


in the fields because of the coal short-. 


age. The distress signal has been sent 


aut by the farmers in various section - 


af we state asking for help. 

Due~to the present car shortage, 
farmers have been unable to get a suf- 
ficient amount of coal to thrash this 
-season’s crop. Coal bins are raked and 


scraped on every farm in order to keep : 


the thrashing crews bessy. 


The coal supply stored at the dis-, 


trict schools is used in many cases to 
help relieve the situation. Even old 
stumps- and fence rails are thrown 
into the fireboxes. In many instances 
farmers are driving more than twenty 
miles to get coal from local mines. 


State Association Acts. 


The Farmers’ State association has 
been trying for several aays to get 
coal to the farmers. Through its ef- 
forts several big coal Companies have 
promised to give preference to the 
dealers who supply coal to farmers for 
-hrashing. Some county agents have 
been successful in getting local com- 
panies to set aside coal for the farm- 
ers, who will hau! it. themselves. 

The vondition in McLean county is 
ivpical of many others. ‘S. H. Belting, 
adviser of the Shelby County Farm 
bureau, says: “ The coal shortage is 
keeping a good many steam thrashing 
eutfits from operating inf our county.

One .ounce white wax, one ounce 
spermaceti, two ounces lanolin, two 
ounces cocoanut oil, four ounces oil of 
sweet almonds, four ounces orange 
flower water, and a quarter ounce boric 
acid. . Melt all the oils and wax in 
a double boiler, remove from the fire 


gradually the orange flower water in 
which the boric acid has been dissolved; 
lastly, pour in five drops of benzoin., 
Be sure that the ingredients are fresh 
and of the very best quality. 

After face and neck have been 
washed and rinsed in the warm wa- 
ter, massage the skin food well into 
the skin, with extra movements and 
care directly under the chin.

In addition to the 2,000 miles of dirt 
road improvement ‘completed and un- 
der contract by the state, there are 


| 4,500 miles of graded roads in the coun- 


ty system, according to George F. 

Johnson, state superintendent of pub- 

lic works. Both systems are kept in 

constant repair by the use of fifty 

twenty ton caterpillar tractors turned 

over to the state by the government 
the war. 


“These white elephant tractors have 
certainly been worth their weight in 
wheat,” declared G. K. Leonard, office 
engineer, in outlining the road main- 
tenance system. “They get up early 
and walk right away with two blade 
graders and go all about the state calm- 
ly cutting down the hills to suit motor 
transportation. Now that the state 
grading plan has about been complet- 
ed you may tour from one boundary to 
the other withoyt encountering a 
grade much above 6 per cent. That 
means we have a dry weather system 
which will allow the use of trucks in 


every county, eliminating a large part 
of the short haul traffic that today Is 
the worst feature of the railroad sys- 
tem breakdown.” 

County patrolmen, road experts who 
for the most part have helped in the 
highway building, maintain the roads 
after they are properly graded and 
accepted by the state. They work 
with six and eight mule teams or 
motor trucks turned over to the coun- 
ties by the war department. The man 
with the truck keeps a district eight 
to twenty miles long in perfect condi- 
tion. After every rain he drags his 
section of road and fills in the holes 
and within a maximum of eight hours 
following the heaviest rain the dirt 
roads are ready for heavy truck use. 
Pleasure cars can get through in al- 
most any weather, thanks to the ex- 
cellent drainage system and the aix 
inch road crown on all state high- 
ways. 


All road building and maintenance 
costs-are met by the Nebraska regis- 
tration fund and by direct taxation. 
In some counties the farmer pays one- 
third of the improvement costs on a 
pro rated frontage and, unlike the 


Kanégas farmer, ‘leaves his roads to

Throughout the west the same prac- 
tical road building is encountered. In 
Kansas the state has graded most of 
its dirt roads preparatory to hard sur- 
facing and the farmer is paid for the 
maintenance. Every state road in 
Nebraska, while carrying its daily load 
of ever increasing traffic, is in itself 
a complete found-tion for the con- 
crete, or kindred hard surface which 
will be laid the moment construction 
conditions improve,

If the brakes are accurately adjusted, 
that is, if both of theni exert equal 
pressure: when applied, and if tire 
chains are conscientiously fitted in 
slippery weather, the danger of skid- 
ding is reduced to a minimum. 

You see, when one brake of a pair 
holds while the other allows its wheels 
to continue revolving, this sets up a 
side slip, which the slippery pavement 
accentuates. When the car starts to 
slide, if the clutch is released and the 
brakes are thrown violently on, instead 
of stopping the skid is accelerated. It 
is impertant to keep the wheels turn- 
ing, for then they have some chance 
of getting a foothold again, whereas if 
they are locked they must follow the 
course of the skid, ~~ 
The best way, and it is not always 
successful, to check a skid is to turn 
the front wheels in the same direction 
in which the rear is skidding. If a 
shift to a lower gear can be made 
quickly, so much the better, the engine 
being accelerated meanwhile.

Our 
lives and our histories ‘are so short 
‘compared to the illimitable vestnesses 
of time and space that govern among 
the stars that we cannot note the 
changes that take place without re- 
fined instruments. lt is.we who are 
moving like a flash through our second 
of life, to be gone before. we can seo 
a change with our ‘naked ‘eyes, and 
not the stars that are fixed: . 

Names and traditions die hard, and 
the term fixed stars still denotes those 
bright points which shine down night 
after night for centuries on end, to 


be distinguished from new stars, com . 


ets, planets, shooting stars, and other 
celestial travelers. We know with cer- 
tainty that not one of them out of 
their countless numbers is actually at 
rest. 


The scale upon which the starry 
skies are built is so appalling that fig- 
ures mean nothing here. Wigures are 
a measure between things we know, 
and when they exceed our ken they 
- become simply numerals with so many, 
triplets of ciphers behind to look 
through. 

To get an idea of the size and scale 
of suns and the emptiness of space 
_ between, imagine great spheres whose 
diameters are measured irf millions of 
miles shrunken down to the size of 
peas and marbles and made into a 
model for us to examine. 

Let the sun be represented by a large 
pea. Then Sirius will be a big marble, 


- attended by a lesser marbie nine miles 


away. Alpha Centauri will be two 
marbles twenty-one feet apart, three 
and one-third miles off, amd+64 Cygni 
will be two peas over ten miles away.
